High Price 
Lave! Is Held 
On Tobacco 


By The Associated Press. 
Tobacco prices edged above 
the ceiling of 41 cents per pound 
on many of the 15 Georgia auction 
markets again Wednesday with the 
bulk of the leaf bringing from 33 
to 45 cents per pound. 


The prices represented an in- 
crease of $10 to $22 per 100 
pounds over last year’s yield to 
growers. Light offerings and good 
| quality were reported on most of 
the warehouse floors. 


The War Food Administration 
said the smaller offering was 
probably due to lateness of the 
crop, lack of labor and to the fact 
that some growers were with- 
holding their tobacco to see the 
effect of the ceiling price. 


Three warehouses in Waycross 
cleared their floors of a total of 
250,000 pounds yesterday. The 
high at Waycross was 50 cents 
and the low 20 cents, for an av- 
erage of about 33 cents per pound. 

Nashville, Tifton and States- 
boro markets reported the bulk 
of the crop brought from 40 to 45 
cents a pound today.

More Amendments 

Amendment Number Thirteen in the list to 
be submitted for ratification by voters of Geor- 
gia on August 3, deals with the appellate courts 
of the state. It is designed to speed the dis- 
position of cases before these courts and to re- 
move some other features of the present law 
which could result in injustice. 

It is an amendment approved by members 
of the courts involved as well as by both houses 
of the assembly, indicating full suppor’ of the 
legal fraternity who are in best position to 
know. This being the case, votes for the 
amendment would be strongly indicated. 

The fourteenth amendment on the list is in- 
tended to remove a legal disability now facing 
members of the armed services who are Sta- 
tioned in Georgia. It provides that any per- 
son who has been a resident of such an army 
post or military reservation within this state, 
for one year, may bring action for divorce in 
any county adjacent to such military center. 
It merely restores to men in the Services a 
legal right which would be theirs their 
home states. 

The fifteenth amendment on the list pro- 
tects taxpayers of political] subdivisions against 
use of their tax moneys to retire obligations 
issued for the erection of revenue-producing 
facilities. In other words, such obligations 
shall be met exclusively from the revenue pro- 
duced by such projects and not out of general 
tax funds. This amendment is necessary to 
permit the carrying out of important impove- 
ments authorized by the legislature of 1937. 

The sixteenth amendment, the last of the 
proposals of statewide interest, is intended to 
protect debt-free school districts when pro- 
posal to merge with other districts which may 
have outstanding bonds, is made. The amend- 
ment specifies that, while only a majority vote 


in 


is required for approval of such a merger by! |

Amendment seventeen, while actually a lo- 
cal measure, is of extreme interest and impor- 
tance to Fulton and DeKalb counties, Atlanta 
and other city communities within the two 
counties. It authorizes these local. govern- 
ments to enter into contracts with each other 
or with a properly constituted hospital au- 
thority. This amendment, if passed, removes 
some legal stumbling blocks in the path of the 
proposed great hospital center, built around 
Grady hospital which, if carried through, will 
make this community the best equipped and 
finest hospital center south of Baltimore. 

All these amendments are worthy of the 
approval of the voters. . There are 28 on the 
ballot, in all, but all those which have not 
been particularly discussed here in recent days, 
are strictly local in character, although re- 
quiring statewide voters’ approval for enact- 
ment. 

The amendments, taken as a whole, carry 
out the platform on which Governor Arnall 
was overwhelmingly elected. It is only rea- 
sonable to suppose the people of Georgia still 
approve that platform and will register that 
approval by giving the amendments a _ sub- 
stantial majority for ratification when they 
go to the polls on August 3.

Ten of these first 16 amendments will carry 
into law the changes advocated by Governor Ellis 
Arnall in his campaign. Without their accept- 
ance he cannot fully comply with the mandate of

While this newspaper did not support Mr.

When | was writing sports there were some crude characters 
who used to clip out my predictions about football and baseball 
teams and mail them to me when they went sour, 

This one finds me confident. Ten years after the war is done 
The .Atlanta Constitution and other newspapers will be carrying 
ads from travel agencies offering cheap weekend trips to London 
and Paris and Madrid.

Any Big- Shot Traitor Could De- 


stroy His Country If No Man 
Dared to Disobey Him 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


“The boy stood on the burning deck, whence all but he had 
fled.” He aceomplished nothing by staying there. But he had 
been told to stay, and the captain wasn’t there to countermand the 
order, so he stayed and died while others got safely away. The 
poem makes him a hero, but he was only a pathetic simpleton. 

Demaree Bess, explaining the African muddle in a series of 
articles in the Post, says in comment on the behavior of French 
officers: “In all armies, obedience to superiors is required as a 
military imperative.” 

That is true, of course, and especially true of the French, who 
have an ancient military tradition of blind and heroic obedience to 
authority. Rank is sacred, and any command by a superior is the 
law from Sinai until it is countermanded. 

When a senile old man, serving as catspaw for Hitler, became 
the highest authority in helpless France, his word was law to men 
in uniform. Hundreds of officers and thousands of soldiers and 
sailors, while hating the Germans and passionately loving their 
own country, nevertheless helped the invader to loot and strangle 
fallen France when their “superior” so ordered. 

Every French officer and soldier in Africa knew that we were 
landing to save their country and liberate their people, yet they 
opposed us because Hitler’s stooge had commanded it, and they killed 
hundreds of our boys before Darlan gave the order to cease firing. 
They didn’t hate us; they hated only the Germans; yet they helped 
the Germans and fought us—because they were schooled in un- 
questioning obedience. 

Would Americans behave that way? Our men in uniform accept 
every discipline because they know it is necessary. They, also, obey 
orders. Never in history have men fought with greater valor or 
proved more steadfast under fire. 

But if Eisenhower or Marshall should order our forces to submit 
to the Germans, would they do it? If Admiral King or the President 
himself should order our naval officers to stop all resistance and 
surrender at the nearest Jap-held port, would they do it? 

We cannot believe they would. Americans are loyal, and they 
obev to the death in the service of their country; but freedom has 
made them individualists, and their own integrity of soul is more 
sacred than abstract authority. 

They will dre for their country, but they would not die to betray 
and destroy it, though any number of high-ranking traitors should 
give them the order.

American and British air forces 
are smashing at the industrial 
backbone of Germany and can 
bleed the nation into an anemic 
state, Brigadier General Haywood 
S. Hansell Jr., commanding officer 
of a heavy bomber wing in Eng- 
land, said in an interview yester- 
day at the Biltmore hotel. 

The Georgia Tech alumnus, here 
to visit relatives in his “home 
town,” said he would leave to 
the armchair strategists the de- 
bate as to whether Germany can 
be “bombed out” or whether the 
war can be won through air 
power. 

“I hope it can,” he added, “but 
we don’t worry about that ques- 
tion too much. Our job is to crack 
German production. Bombing is 
essential to other operations, too. 

“T think we can bleed Germany 
into an anemic state. Germany 
already is bleeding internally and 
we can increase the bombing un- 
til it becomes a hemorrhage.”

fear. 

“IT am sorry,” Mr. Roosevelt 
said, “if I step on the toes of 
those Americans who, playing 
party politics at home, called that 
kind of foreign policy ‘crazy al- 
truism’ and ‘starry-eyed dream- 
ing’.” 

At another point he struck at 
what he termed a few Americans 
who complain about’ inconven- 
iences of life here at home, say- 
ing they should learn lessons from 
the civilian populations of our al- 
lies and the enemy-occupied lands. 

Coffee Rationing Over. 

He had some good news for ci- 
villians at home—that coffee ra 
tioning was being terminated to 
night and that greatly increased 
allowances of sugar could be ex. 
pected shortly. 

The reason, he said, is that ship 
losses have decreased and the 
destruction of submarines has 
mounted. 

The President told his fellow 
countrymen they had heard it said 
that while we are succeeding 
greatly on the fighting front, we 
are failing miserably on the*home 
front. He called this “another of 
those immaturities—a false slogan 
easy to start but untrue in the 
essential facts.” 

Then, as he did at a press and 
radio conference yesterday, Mr. 
Roosevelt asserted no one could 
draw a line down the center of 
a-page and label one side the 
fighting front and the other side 
the home front because the two 
were “inexorably tied together.” 


Careful Planning. 


He said careful planning both at 
home and abroad were required 
to guarantee such victories as have 
been achieved in North Africa and 
Sicily.

Yankees Blast 
Kiska 19 Times 
In New Attack 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—(4)— 
A punishing series of 19 air raids 
against Kiska, and a new aerial 
blow at Wake island indicated to- 
day that the American high com- 
mand is broadening the offensive 
against Japan to throw pressure 
on the whole of her 3,000-mile is- 
land defense line. 


Delivering the 19 attacks against 
Kiska in the Aleutians on Monday 
and Tuesday, the American fliers 
scored hits on the Japanese air- 
field and submarine base, and 
started fires elsewhere, a Navy 
communique revealed. Far away 
in the central Pacific, American 
bombers followed up Saturday's 
attack on Wake Island targets. In- 
tercepted by 25 Zero fighters, the 
bombers destroyed seven, prob- 
ably destroyed five an? damaged 
three. 

These raids were obviously co- 
ordinated with the campaign be 
ing waged at the southern end of 
the Japanese defense line by the 
combined forces of General Doug- 
las MacArthur and Admiral Wil- 
liam F, Halsey in the Solomon Is- 
land and New Guinea areas. The 
increasing tempo of action in the 
central and northern areas under 
command of Admiral Chester W. 
Nimitz apparently is designed not 
only to prepare for the long-ex- 
pected invasion of Kiska but also 
at the very least, for harassing 
naval or amphibious attacks 
against other points. 


This strategy would have the ef- 
fect of compelling the Japanese to 
disperse their defenses as widely 
as possible and would claim for 
the American forces the full ad- 
vantage of the initiative in being 
able to throw the foe off balance 
and keep him there. 

The heaviest raids so far report- 
ed were made on Kiska Monday 
when 13 attacks were carried out 
by Army Liberators. Lightnings 
and Warhawks. Fires were start- 
ed at several points in and around

the Kiska harbor section where 
the main Japanese defenses are 
located, while damaging hits were 
observed on the newly completed 
air field and the submarine base. 
Bombs also landed at Gertrude 
Cove and Little Kiska. The fight 
er planes strafed the targets. Only 
one Warhawk was lost but its pilot 
was rescued by Navy patrol 
bombers. 

Next day the Liberators and 
their fighter escorts delivcred six 
more attacks against Kiska, scor- 
ing hits in the bivouac area, but 
spotty weather prevented com- 
plete observation of results. These 
19 raids in two days raised to ex- 
actly 40 the number of attacks 
made on the embattled enemy gar- 
rison in the four-day period begin- 
ning Saturday and to 60 the num- 
ber of attacks made so far this 
month.
